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Shutter Speed and Lens Opening Equivalents 


of Exposure-Value Numbers 
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In order to read this table remember two important points: 
1. Each shutter speed in a column is combined with the f-number 
at the top of that column to represent a specific exposure. 
2. All values on a horizontal line are equivalent exposures, 
For example: 
1, E-V 2 is equivalent to l1/sec. at f/2. 
2. E-V 3 is equivalent to 1/2 sec. at f/2 and l/sec, at £/2.8 
3. E-V 4 is equivalent to 1/4 sec. at f/2 and 1/2 sec. at £/2.8 
and 1/sec. at f/4.
